Dear Governor Osborn: 

The Arizona State Hospital Board submits herewith the an¬ 
nual report of Hospital activities for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1945. 

The 15th legislature enacted the law providing for the con¬ 
duct and operation of the Hospital by a board of Control; under 
this plan, for over four years enough factual evidence has been 
produced to show the wisdom of that legislation. A brief review 
of hospital activities will certainly be of interest to you. The 16th 
and 17th legislatures appropriated approximately $2,400,000 for 
Hospital operations for four years. This amount of money, wisely 
spent, should, and in fact did, result in improvement of every 
phase of hospital administration. 

We must reiterate the fact, that the Farm of 355 acres is the 
most important single factor in the care and welfare of our 
patients. The improvement in this activity is due to the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture of the University of Arizona, ably assisted by 
the Hospital administration in carrying out recommendations and 
the advice given. The figures for the Farm covering four years are 
significant and are as follows: 

1. Value of All Production — Fiscal year: 

1941- 42 $30,042.07 

1942- 43 44,391.89 

1943- 44 55,677.94 

1944- 45 73,598.35 

2 . Weight of Vegetables Produced — Fiscal year: 

1942- 43 794,573 Pounds

1944- 45 1,039,105 ” 

This increase in value is almost 150%. This productivity, 
coupled with a dehydration plant, a proper refrigeration plant, 
new and modern kitchen and cafeteria equipment, make for 
better maintenance for patients, which is primarily the first con¬ 
sideration of administration. Dairy production now provides 
about one quart of milk per day for every patient. 

Practically the whole physical plant has been renovated and 
repaired. 
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Occupational therapy has been widely extended by a graduate 
therapist. Amusements include dances, movies, entertainments, 
baseball, croquet and roller skating. It is needless to say all are 
appreciated and enjoyed. 

The treatment for patients has been furthered by equipment 
in keeping with scientific psychiatric advances. 

Collections from patients in those cases where the commit¬ 
ting Judge assessed the patient a nominal sum in accordance with 
the law for maintenance was as follows:

A reference to page 14, of the report reflects the movement 
of population which compares favorably with former years. Pages 
36-37 of Business Manager’s report shows 47 deportations to other 
states would have cost the state some $17,000 for a year had they 
not been sent home. Failure and neglect to deport these non¬ 
citizens in former years was of great cost to our tax payers. 

It appears, therefore, that the $2,400,000 given the Hospital 
has been spent for the comfort, the care and the treatment of 
the insane, which of course is exactly what the good people of 
Arizona expect and demand. 

With the coming of the 18th Legislature, the Board is hope¬ 
ful for an adequate enlargement of the institution. The Hospital 
population is now more by several hundred than the facilities 
should care for. With new buildings, Arizona will have a State 
Hospital for which no citizen need be apologetic. 

The Board appreciates your support in all our efforts tending 
to improve the Hospital. We hope to deserve that support in the 
future. You may be certain that the Hospital has become un¬ 
qualifiedly a better institution in the past four years.

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To the Members of the State Hospital Board: 

The Arizona State Hospital has now been under your direction 
for over four years. It has been my pleasure to have been, during 
this time, Superintendent of the institution twice for periods 
of five and seven months. I may therefore reasonably assert 
that the Hospital as a whole is greatly improved in every phase of 
operation. This is exactly as it should be; the people of Arizona 
have become State Hospital minded and are happy to provide 
proper care and maintenance for their insane. Is there anything in 
life which even approaches the loss of one’s mind in stark tra¬ 
gedy? 

It is quite proper at this time to acknowledge the liberality of 
of the sixteenth legislature in their appropriation with which the 
betterment of the Hospital was begun; furthermore, it is appre¬ 
ciated that the seventeenth legislature was especially liberal in 
their increase of the appropriation, and consequently the work of 
improvement is proceeding. In former years the increase in pro¬ 
duction of the Hospital farm was emphasized, but now the im¬ 
provement in the physical plant is apparent. All wards have 
been rebuilt, or are in the process of rebuilding, and it can be 
anticipated that by the end of the present biennium the Arizona 
State Hospital will be an excellent institution of its kind. 

The most urgent need of the Hospital at the present time is 
for new buildings. It might be well just here to say that, because 
of the very good prospect for Federal aid to Hospitals in the near 
future, no provision was made by the last legislature for buildings. 
Since the Hospital was originally designed for about 900 patients, 
and the present population is about 1200, it is obvious that new 
accommodations are a necessity. 

The buildings required are as follows: 

1. Two convalescent, or continued treatment, one for men 
and one for women. 

2. One Admission. 

3. One for criminal insane. 

4. One for Tuberculous patients. 

5. One for occupational therapy. 

6 . One for student nurses. 

7. One for laundry. 

8 . One ward at farm for patient labor. 

9. Implement shed. 

10. Pig shelters. 

11. Calf barn. 

12. Renovating of milking barn. 
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In addition, our sewer system should be completely rebuilt 
and modernized; the cemetery should be landscaped. 

The school for the feeble minded children at Hie Hospital 
was discontinued and the work was included in the occupational 
therapy program. The formal teaching of the class-room seems 
so useless for the type of children who are patients. On the other 
hand, some kind of manual training, such as given in the occupa¬ 
tional therapy department, might give some of the children the 
means of a livelihood if and when they leave the institution. The 
occupational therapy activities have been extended to include 
sports, with excellent reaction among the patients. The State 
Hospital baseball team was a considerable factor in Phoenix 
amateur softball. 

Inasmuch as there are now 1 about 1200 patients at the Hos¬ 
pital, it is recommended that a full time dentist be employed. At 
the present the dental work is on a part-time basis, and this 
department does not function properly; the health of the patients 
might be improved by a full-time dentist. 

The complete reorganization of the laundry with modern 
equipment is most essential. Laundry for over 1200 people, done 
with mostly old and worn equipment, is a waste of time and effort. 

The establishment of a psychiatric clinic with mobile faci¬ 
lities tor visiting the different counties of the state would bring 
about a better understanding of many mental problems. This 
feature could easily be incorporated with a mental hygiene move¬ 
ment and form a consulting service, valuable especially as a 
preventive measure. Service of this kind should stem from the 
Hospital, and should be a factor in the psychological health of 
our citizens, especially the children. 

The psychiatric training for nurses is a matter for serious 
consideration in connection with the various training schools for 
nurses throughout the state. The patients are available, the 
nurses are available, the staff for teaching is available. The one 
and only thing which prevents this arrangement is the lack of a 
building for housing the nurses during the time of their work at 
the Hospital. To those nursing schools in general hospitals where 
the subject has been discussed, favorable reaction was expressed. 
Psychiatric nursing is important to any community; it has been 
neglected in Arizona. The Hospital now has the opportunity to 
afford that training for the benefit of the nurses, the patients 
and the Hospital. 

Wages for employees, with a few exceptions, are most in¬ 
adequate. It is difficult to understand why, at the Penitentiary 
the wage for guards is $133.00 and at the Hospital, the wage for 
attendants is $105.00. It must be obvious that it requires a 
higher type of individual to care for the insane than it does to 
guard a convict. 
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It was recommended to the seventeenth legislature that a 
minimum wage of $130.00 for attendants be provided; the appro¬ 
priation for wages and salaries permits of only an average of 
$115.00, while the wage scale of the Hospital permits of only 
$105.00 for beginners and those without experience. It is a sad 
commentary to make, but it should be made in view of some of 
our difficulties, that in the wage matter we received no support 
whatever from the source from which it was expected. While 
it is true that the Hospital authorities and certain labor elements 
differ radically upon the details of management of the Hospital, 
there is not, nor ever has been, any difference of opinion on the 
question of wages, Or the right of any employee to belong to a 
Union. 

Just here it might be well to inject into this report a matter 
which, because of misunderstanding, has often resulted to the 
detriment of the Hospital. It has to do with the vicissitudes and 
difficulties of the institution. These exist at every hospital for 
the insane, and generally speaking are not a part of the Superin¬ 
tendent’s report. There is no precedent, but it does seem desir¬ 
able that a degree of publicity should be given to the question with 
the hope that it will clarify the situation. While it is of course 
obvious that publicity through this report is limited, it will reach 
those who really have an interest in the Hospital; it may even 
reach some who need to be “converted”. 

There are some phases of hospital administration which nat¬ 
urally are not appreciated by the average citizen. When one 
considers the 'fact that the administration has to do (1) with the 
ordinary insane (2) with the criminal insane (3) with many per¬ 
verts, as a matter of routine, and in addition, with the emergen¬ 
cies which arise out of suicides, escapes and the petty differences 
of our 235 employees, it is apparent that it adds up to a complex 
problem. 

This brings one to the question of adverse criticism of the 
Hospital, without a knowledge of the facts involved in a given 
situation. It is reasonable to expect from every fair-minded per¬ 
son a knowledge of facts before such criticism; yet there are in¬ 
dividuals and groups who do not believe in this fairness for some 
poor, old decrepit person who has lost his mind. 

Criticism, supported by facts, is welcomed by the administra¬ 
tion of the Hospital and anyone can ascertain these facts by mail, 
telephone, or a personal visit to the Superintendent. There is 
still another group that falls outside of consideration. They are 
those who, with a knowledge of the facts, still distort the situa¬ 
tion and these are enemies of public welfare; their anti-social 
behavior is such a well known commodity that it is ignored. Even 
if an entirely different state administration were in office, the 
Hospital would be operated absolutely as it is operated at the 
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present time. I venture this positive statement because the good 
people of Arizona want it operated as it is operated today. The 
Hospital is for the benefit of the most unfortunate group of 
people in the world. The Hospital is not perfect. There are 
abuses, there are mistakes and errors: of judgement, but it is in¬ 
comprehensible to the average citizen how any individual, or 
group, no matter how indecent they may be, can viciously attack 
an institution which deals with the most tragic phase of human 
existence. 

Thanks are due to the many organizations which contri¬ 
buted time and interest ito the welfare of the institution. Except 
in a few cases, I must thank also the staff and personnel of the 
Hospital for their hearty cooperation in the conduct of the 
Hospital.
